Cleveland, O., July 16.—[Special.)—Testi- 
mony which it.is expected will weave a chain 
of evidence around high officials of the 
Standaré Oil company is expected as a re- 
sult of a complete change of plans by the 
government in the rebate investigation here. 


The new program includes a complete re-— 


versa) of procedure affecting G. J. Grammer, 
vice president of the Lake Shore and Michi- 
gan Southern railway. Grammer will not be 
indicted in this or any other federal district. 
Instead, he will be asked to Assist the govern- 
ment. Other officials of the Lake Shore road 
will assist the Washington authorities. 

Basing hie opinion upon the testimony al- 
ready submitted Attorney General Moody be- 
lieves the government at last has secured the 
evidence which will lead to bringing the 
Standard Ol] company to fits knees. 

Acting upon the orders of District Attorney 
Sullivan, Assistant District Attorney Garry 
today issue@ another subpeefia for the appear- 
ance of Grammer before the grand jury. 
Grammer immediately was served with the 
subpeena by Deputy District Marshal Fan- 
ning. He seemed pleased with the turn of 
events, which makes it certain that he fs not 
to be made the scapegoat for violations ofthe 
law on the part of others. 


Believes Indictments Certain. 

The switch on the part of the government In 
finally deciding to summon Grammer as a 
witness is explained by the statement that 
the single desire of the department of justice 
at present is to get at the Standard Ol! com- 
pany. 

A telegram from District Attorney Sullivan 
said that nothing was to be left undone to 
accomplish this purpose. The attorney gen- 
eral is firmly of the opinion that tndictments 
ean be secured here, and District Attorney 
Sullivan wtll resume work with the grand 
jury with this‘end in view. 

In addition to ordering the issuance of @ 
subpeena for Grammer, Sullivan wired to 
have all the employés of the Lake Shore ratl- 
way who have testified before the grand jury 
recalled. These witnesses include J. L. 
Clark, western freight agent, and C. A. Siau- 
eon, freight agent at Chicago; M. C. Tully, R. 
H. Huddleston,-G. B.~ Wheeler, and -H. lL. 
Meyer, all employed in the Cleveland offices. 


Anxious for One More Link. 

It is known that the government officials 
are eager to obtain one more link in the 
evidence already secured against the Stand- 
ard Oil company. A most determined effort 
will be made to complete the chain through 
Grammer and Clark. What the government 
officials want particularly is the names of 
the Standard Oil company officials through 
whom, it is charged, rebating arrangements 
were made with the Lake Shore and other 
railways. With these names in their pos- 
session the government attorneys will be 
ready to strike. 

It is said that any efforts on the part of 
witnesses to withhold information or practice 
evasion will meet with prompt action on the 
part of the government officials. The attor- 
neys are certain that one of the witnesses 
to be called knows the definite information 
so greatly desired. The plan is to force the

jury. 
Minutest Details Mapped Out. 

District Attorney Sullivan gives no intima- 
tion as to the Standard Oil company offi- 
clals he will go after. That the exact pro- 
gram was mapped out down. to the minutest 
detail with the attorney general is admitted 
in the government building. 

“The purpose behind the summoning of 
Grammer as a witness shows on its face,” 
said Assistant District Attorney Garry. ‘The 
change in plans means that he grand jury 
will not conclude its investigations tomor- 
row. How long before the jury will be ready 
to make its report, I cannot say.”

Aged Man’s Bravery Futile, 

Fimanuel Seelman, who had papers on his 
pody indicating that he was a student of the 
University of Ohicago and would be a soph- 
omoré next year, lost hie life deepite the 
brave efforts of Alfred Street, 70 years old, 
who tried to save tim. 

Beelman, who was spending the summer in 
a camp at Conklin, thirty miles east of Mus- 
kegon, was of athletic build. Whkth three 
companions who Were encamped with him 
he went in ewimming, as usual, last night. 

Seelman, who wore a maroon jersey with 
a big ‘Cc tm the center in honor of his unl- 
versity. sported about in the water for half 
an hour and then started to return to shore. 
Within two rods of the bank andin about ten 
feet of water, the young student threw up his 
hands and cried tn a loud voice: 

“Help! Help! ‘I've gota cramp.” 

Street, who was Griving along the lakeside, 
whipped up his horses. 

“ Keep up your couragel” beshouted. “I'n 
be there in a minute.” 


Rescuer Swims to Drowning Boy. 

He hurriedly threw off his clothes as he 
drove up and jumped from the buggy within 
a few seconds after the boy's cries had 
reached him. He jumped into the water, 
waded as far as he could, and then swam 


to Seelman’s side.

Street had toiled on a farm for three score 


years and was bent with age. His courage. 
never faltered and he hung on for dear life 
for a minute. ‘His waning strength was un- 
equal to the task, and, with a despairing cry 
that brought the companions of the drowning 
youth to his side, he released his grasp. 
Then he sank into the water himself, and was 
pulled to shore by the campers. 

In vain the companions of Seelman en- 
deavored to find him. The body was not 
located until halfan hour. Meanwhile Street 
lay unconscious on the bank. He recovered 
as the boy’s body was brought to shore and 
lafd near him. He raised himseif partly on 
his hands, tried to speak, gasped, and fell 
over on Seelman’s body. He had died from 
heart disease. 

Papers on Seelman’s body, besides indicat- 
ing that he was a student of the univer- 
sity, gave an address in California avenue 
where he is supposed to have resided. His 
name could not be discovered last night on 
any registers of the university that could 
be reached. 


Boy Taken with Cramps Also. 

Arthur Dutton, 14 years old, a resident of 
Arlington Heights, is believed to have been 
taken with cramps before he was drowned at 
Michigan City, Ind., although his aunt, Mrs. 
Alice Freer, has a theory that he may have 
committed suicide. She says that he twice 
threatened to take his life. 

Dutton was a member of the drum corps 
which went over on the steamer Theodore 
Roosevelt. Several of his companions were 
bathing and when they departed for the 
boat Dutton was missing. His clothes were 
found on the dock and life savers afterward 
discovered the body in six feet of water. 


Head Strikes Stone in Diving. 

Patrick Reardon, whose address, accord- 
ing to papers found on his person, is 361 Bast 
North avenue, is paralyzed and at the point 
of death at South Haven, Mich. Reardon 
arrived at the resort in the afternoon from 
Chicago and soon afterward went in swim- 
ming. In diving from the pier hig head 
struck a large stone, rendering him sense- 
less. 

The death of Joseph Parat, a 10 year old 
boy, residing at 3 Greeley court, mentioned in 
Monday morning's papers, was due, accord- 
ing to the coroner's jury, partly because ofa 
lack of proper signs of warning around the 
sand pile at Lessing street. and the river.

For instance, the children in the school are 
called upon to do “construction work "— 
whatever that is. In order to do this “* con- 
struction work” the children need to have 
construction materials, and seemingly there 
are not enough indirect taxes raised to buy 
this material. In consequence, I have re- 
ceived a large number of requests from my 
children’s teachers asking for occasional 25 
cent and 50 cent pieces which are to go to the 
fund fpr the purchase of raffia, cardboard, 
paper, paste, needles, thread, and such 
things. 

But, as an inborn American citizen, I have 
refused to recognize direct taxation in any 
form, much less to tolerate an unbonded 
taxing body which also is in the anomalous 
position of distributing these unconstitution- 
ally “ direct "' taxes. Here I may be charged 
with some semblance of “ graft,”’ however. 
On one occasion my small boy brought home 
as a piece of “construction work,” a wabbly, 
strawboard waste basket, done in wall paper 
designs on the outside in a manner to cause 
the basket to go into the furnace with its 
first overload of papers. Last winter, too, 
my little daughter brought home a “* Merry 
Xmas’ card, constructed pretty well in 
everything but the English of ‘“‘Xmas."" [ 
think these things were made of those mate- 
rials for “‘ construction work "’ on which thelr 
dear father had defaulted, but, then, lam not 
claiming to be perfect in all things. 


Proxy Graft Comes to Naught. 
But, granting that I got thebe things 


‘through graft by proxy, the law of compen- 


sation has been acting im regulation way 
after all. For two years my little son has 
been a little shy on “ brain” work, however 


his “‘ construction work "’ did or didn’t stack | 


up. Last spring, when it had occurred to me 
that he ought to be in school seven days a 
week in order to catch up, I got a short jab 
in the solar plexus. 

Both my children attend a school in Aus- 
tin. I never cared particularly for the 
school’s name, although consoling myself 
that by any other name the building would 
be as ill ventilated. But one morning a 
municipally employed building inspector en- 
tered the municipal school and discovered 
that a municipal ordinance was so violated 
against the municipally administered fire de- 
partment that the municipality would have 
to nail up the door to this room and clinch 
a lead seal over the lock until the municipal 
ordinances were complied with municipally. 

This brought another roomful of children 
down into the room occupied by my little son. 
Both rooms had been crowded before, and 
the result has been that in the last five 
months of school, instead of all day sessions 
for even five days, my youngster has enjoyed 
five afternoons a week in the back yard at 
home. He has been delighted, naturally, but 
he isn’t paying any taxes personally. 

The thing that is troubling his father just 
now is: When will the municipality fix up 
that room so that the municipal inspector can 
satisfy the municipal fire department that 
two rooms in the municipal Robert Emmet 
school won't compel me to half day violations 
of the Illinois compulsory education law? 
I don’t think anything yet has been done to 
this end. 


Deal in Water—Might Be Worse. 


And speaking of fire and fire departments, I 
am reminded that until last spring the mu- 
nicipally owned and conducted water de- 
partment of Chicago had compelled me to 
buy a limey, magnesia impregnated water 
from the village of Oak Park, paying for this 
liquid 25 cents a thousand gallons, whenasa 
long annexed Chicago citizen I ought to 
have had good lake *‘ boil the water” at 10 
cents a thousand gallons. We got the lake 
water last winter, however, though on these 
hot days when the Chicago policeman can’t 
see hose nozzles spouting all day on Austin 
lawns, we have difficulty in coaxing it at 
10 cents much above the level of the’ first 
floor. 

Still, when the Chicago water departmenf 
took away my old Oak Park meter some time 
ago I kicked to Supt. Nourse and he 
sent it back again in good order. Thus I 
don’t have to pay for water that I can’t get. 
It might be worse—a good deal worse! 

Still, there have been some harsh things 
said out here in Austin about the water 
pressure. They say the Lord only knows 
what might happen if a big fire got the bulge 
on the municipal fire department which has 
to depend upon a municipal water office for 
fire fighting material. I’m not worrying 
about that, however. The mortgage holder 
and I have our house insured and he holds the 
insurance policy as a sort of collateral se- 
curity. If the house burns down it is up to 
him to settle with the insurance adjuster: 
I'm too busy looking after the 6 per cent per 
annum paid him semi-annually to worry 


about who is the Mayor Dunne-Raymond 


Robins chief of the Chicago fire department. 
The fire can’t burn the lot, at least, and I’ve 
paid for that. 


Real Problem Still Unsolved. 


Yet after ail none of this approaches the 
real question as to what I am going to do 
next spring in swearing to a schedule of my 
“ personal property.’ I shall have to swear 
to something, otherwise the assessors’ 
agent, the assessors, the Juul law penalty, 
and—perhaps—the board of review will have 
me a millionaire in a few years of this geo- 
metrical progression. I don’t have to swear 
to the real estate property which the mort- 
gagee and I own. On the house and lot this 
year I was soaked $48 and some cents, though 
goodness only knows what the holder of the 
mortgage paid on his “ personalty ’’ mort- 
gage in his safety deposit vault. 

Simply I have those fourteen’ year old 
household goods on my hands, andevery time 
my wife-lets the assessors’ agent in with 
mud on his feet to look at these furnishings, 
they are worth just that much less, espe- 
cially the Wilton and Smyrna rugs in the 
front and back parlors. 

Shall I go to the Assessors’ building next 
spring and swear to just what these things 
are worth if a loan shark should sell me 
out, trusting that my neighbors will be as 
honest as I, and thus avoid the board of re- 
view’s horizontally perpendicular raise al] 
along the line? Or shall I go down there, 
scaling values to such an extent at when 
the raise is made I'll get just about the 
“square deal” that I was practicing long 
before Roosevelt thought of riding up San 
Juan hill? 


All Fixed by “‘the Other Man.” 


I work for a salary which another man fixes 
for me. When I start out to spend it, I pay 
prices which another man also fixes for me. 
But after earnest thrift, when I get some 
fourteen year old furniture together on this 
basis, I am taxed for having it, though if I 
didn’t have it probably another law would 
send me to the bridewell for- failure to pro- 
vide for my household! 

I'm going to swéar in my personal prop- 
erty next spring, however. I seldom ever 
tell a lie, but, having told one, I haven’t the 
least compunctions about making a notary 
public oath to it unless I have to pay the 25 
cents fee. I don’t think they charge you the 
fee at the assessors’ office, though—at least 
not directly. Anyhow, I’m not going to con- 
tinue being assessed on some fourteen year 
old house furniture about twice as much as 
neighbors of mine are assessed who own au- 
tomobiles of the touring type and who are 
ripping up the special assessment paving 
on which I have a rebate ,coming, and over 
which I frequently am afraid to walk.

The steel companies received harsher treat- 
ment, with the exception of the Bethlehem 
company. So far as js known the “ steel 
trust ’’ was not represented.

Investigation by County Prosecutor

More than Was Contracted for,

Kansas Gity, Mo., July 16—During an in- 
Vestigation of witnesses by I. B. Kimbrell, 
‘county prosecutor, to determine whether or 
not there is an ice combine in this city, it 
was developed that two large ice making 
plants have delivered this season to the 
People’s Ice Storage and Fuel company 
nearly 4,000 tons more ice than their con- 
tracts called for. 

It was also shown that the People’s com- 
pany, despite the purported shortage of ice, 
recently has shipped ice to other places in 
carload lots. 

The ice delivered to the People’s company 
in excess of the amount contracted for-was 
sold at $2 a ton, although at the time the 
market price to retail sellers of ice was ad- 
vancing and nearly 2,000 tons of the ice went 
‘to the People’s company when it would have 
brought $5 a ton om the market in Kansas 
City. : 

Deliver More than Asked For. 

Frank Leeper, bookkeeper and scale keeper 
for the Heim Brewing company, testified that 
between Feb. 25 and July 11 of this year the 
Heim plant made 8,653 tons of ice, of which 
5.401 were sold to the People's company. The 
contract between the Heim and the People’s 
companies called for 3,863 tons. 

“ How di@ you happen to deliver to them 
1,500 tons more than your contract called 
for?’’ 

“We had the ice and they wanted it.” 

“At $2 a ton, al} of it?’’ 

“ Yes.”’ 

“ How did you happen to aharge some buy- 
ers more than others?” 

“ After we had supplied the Val Blatz 
brewery and the Green Tree brewery, the 
people wanted ice and we thought the wea- 
ther was warm enough to advance the price.”’ 

©. S& Lynds, bookkeeper for the Vander- 
slice-Lynds Ice conipany, testified that his 
company had sold to the Pedpie’s company 
2,028 tons more ice than that company had 
contracted for. The hearing will be resumed 
tomorrow.

Jacksonville, Fla., July 16.—The trial of 
several ice dealers in Jacksonville ‘on @ 
charge of combining to raise the price of ice 
resulted today in a verdict of not guilty, after 
one of the hardest legal fights in the history 
of the state. During the trial it developed

a ton and retailed at from $6 to $8. 


Yonkers to Have M. O. Ice. 

New York, July 16.—[Special.}—The price 
of ice in Yonkers having aftained a height of 
e0 cents a hundred owing to manipulation by 
the ice trust, Mayor Coyne tonight announced 
that the city government was preparing to 
supply ice at cost price. The ice is to be cut 
from a large lake next winter.

SECOND SUIT IS FILED BY THE 
TRUSTEES OF MUTUAL. 


Action Charges Former Life Insur- 
ance President with Having Se- 
cured Large Sums of Policy Hold- 
ers’ Money and Secretly Disposed of 
It—Trustees Are Quick to Sue Him, 
but Slow to Proceed Against Them- 
selves—More Suits Contemplated. 


New York, July 16.—[Special. ]—RichardA. 
McCurdy, former president of the Mutual 
Life Insurance company, today was served 
through his counsel, Delancey Nicoll, with 
papere in a suit which calls upon him to gc- 
count for about $2,000,000 of the policy hoid- 
ers’ money disbursed through the “ yellow 
dog "’ funds during his régime. 5 

This is the second suit brought by the com- 
pany individually against its former prepi- 
dent, and the fifth against him, his éon 
Robert, and his son-in-law, Lewis A. The- 
baud. 

So far no suits have been brought against 
anybody except the McCurdys for the mil- 
lions wasted, stolen, and illegally diverted 


| from the policy holders. The same trustees 


who were in power while the policy holders 
were being defrauded still are in power. 
Most of them will be renominated on the 
‘administration ticket’’ tomorrow. 


McCurdys Only Ones Sued. 

None of the trustees has shown any incli- 
nation to bring suit against others on the 
board or anybody but the McCurdys. The 
trustees are unanimous, though, in pursuing 
the McCurdys to the Nmit with all kinds of 
litigation, though many of them made great 
fortunes by successfully courting the favor 
of the older McCurdy when he was czar of 
the Mutual Life.

GOURDAIN GOES TO WASHINGTON 
ON STRANGE MISSION. 


Convicted Lottery Operator, Whose 
Case Was Appealed Against His 
Will, Says He Will Ask the United 
States Supreme Court to Compel the 
Joliet Penitentiary Warden to Re- 
ceive Him as a Prisoner and Let 
Him Serve His Sentence. 


After a busy day spent at Joliet in making 
preparation for building his private prison, 
Louis A. Gourdain, the convicted lottery 
operator, left for Washington over the Petin- 
sylvania road at 5:30 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon to ask. the, Supreme. court to grant a 
writ of mandamus compelling his return to 
the state penitentiary as a prisoner. 

If the attempt fails Gourdain declares he 
will start building his miniature penitentiary 
on land for which he negotiated to pay 
$4,500, which lies In the shadow of the Iili- 
ncis state prison. He declared his intention 
to forego sleep and food until he once more 
shall be a prisoner. 

“I may starve, but it is not likely,” hesaid 
just as the train was departing. ‘‘I shall 
visit the Hotel Raleigh at Washington, but 
I shall not sleep or eat there. 
the Supreme ‘court three days to grant my 
request. It is my intention to return to Chi- 
cago immediately, probably by way of New 
York, and, if my request has been denied, I 
may begin piling up the stones of my prison 
with my own hands. It will surprise you to 
see how quick that prfson will be built, even 
if I have to turn stonemason.,

Then he handed around silver quarters to 
some children at the entrance, telling them 
to “go buy candy.” Mrs. Gourdain and her 
son are expected to move into the house 
today. 

Friends May Ask Conservator. 

Gourdain’s next visit was to Dentist Copley 
of Joliet, whom he commissioned to purchase 
the piece of ground near the McGee house 
on which the miniature prison is to be erected 
unless Gourdain’s friends interfere by having 
a conservator appointed for his estate. 

Having finished this business, Gourdain 
said farewell to his family and went to the 
Alton station, where he waited impatiently 
for the 40’clock train for Chicago, which was 
half an hour late. He asserted that if he 
should miss the train for Chicago he would

NEW CHARGE AGAINST EX-CLERK 
BY WITNESS BRADLEY. 


He Tells of Conversation with For- 
mer Employer in Which He Was 
Told That George Cooke Had Been 
Taken “Out ef the Way” in Fear 
He Might Give Detrimental Testi- 
mony—Sensational Point in Trial 
on Conspiracy Charge. 


The charge was made in open court yester- 
day that John A. Cooke forced his brother, 
George W. Cooke, to leave Chicago for fear 
the latter might give testimony detrimental 
to the former Circuit court clerk in the case 
now on trial before Judge Ben M. Smith, in 
which Cooke is charged with conspiracy to 
defraud the county. 

Charlies H. Bradley, former chief clerk 
under Cooke, testified that in a conversation 
he held with Cooke In the office of John E. 
Seinwerth during the latter part of March 
or the first of April, Cooke told him this. 

The statement brought Attorney James 
Hartnett, counsel for Cooke, to his feet with 
an objection, and it was sustained by Judge 
Smith. State's Attorney Healy, however, is

confident of getting that conversation on 
record and will make another attempt today. 


Identifies Fictitious Names. 

Both sessions were consumed by the state 
tn introducing more books, vouchers, and 
deposit slips by which it is attempting to 
prove the pay rolls in Cooke's office were 
systematically paddéd. Bradley identified 
each one of these and specified the names 
which were fictitious. None of the men whose 
names were thus used did any work in the 
office, he said, except George W. Cooke, and 
he would not be positive as to him. 

Nine different months were considered and 
the total amount alleged to have been fraud- 
ulently secured by Cooke in that time was 
$5,104. 

In some instances the amount which Brad- 
ley admitted he secured from the county 
treasurer on spurious warrants equaled the 
sum placed in the Chicago National bank by 
him on the same day to the credit of John 
A. Cooke’s personal account. 

Bradley's refusal to state whether the war- 
rant drawn in favor of George W. Cooke was 
fraudulent led State’s Attorney Healy to in- 
quire how much work the defendant's brother 
did in the office. 

‘“‘I don’t think he worked there more than 
six months On and off during the entire 
period,’’ replied the witness. 


Carried on Pay Roll for Years. 

“Do you know of any time when he was 
carried on the pay roll when he didn’t work?’ 

“ Yes; month after month and year after 
year.”’ 

“ Did you ever talk to defendant about his 
brother?’ 

“ Yes, in July or August, 1908. He gaid I 
could leave George's name off the pay roll 
because of the notoriety occasioned by an 
interview which John A. Cooke had given 
a newspaper reporter regarding his brother's 
propensity for drink and his worthlessness 
asa clerk.” 

“ Did you ever haveany other conversation 
with him?’’ 

“Yes, in Seinwerth’s office tn’ the First 
National Bank building, In March or April 
of this year.”’ 

“ What wae said?’”’ 

“TI object,” interposed Attorney Hartnett, 
but Judge Smith ruled the witness should 
first answer the question. 

“I met Cooke by appointment tn Sein- 
werth’s office, and when Seinwerth left the 
room I turned to Cookeand said I understood 
he had been out of town for some time.

BITTER TALK ON BLOUNT. 


He and the Others Alleged to Have 
Used Political Power for 
Personal Gain. 


Sharp attacks on the record of Congress- 
man Lorimer and on the conduct of his 
political allies, Fred M. Blount, John R.

COMPANIES TO SET VALUE ON IN- 
TANGIBLE PROPERTIES. 


They Promise Also to Tell City How 
Figures Are Made Up and to Give 
Any Information Desired from Rec- 
ords to Enable Representatives of 
Chicago to Compute Total — The 
Definite Offer to Be Made on or Be- 
fore Sept. 15. 


Something that had the appearance of an 
agreement to agreé was the outcome of the 
meeting yesterday between the traction men 
and the council committee on local trans- 
portation. The companies agreed to submit 
the values they place on their intangible prop- 
erties and the process by which they estimate 
these values. 

The city experts will begin the investiga- 
tion of the intangible property values at 
once. The figures on the tangible holdings 
are being studied already. It is expected that 
the experts will be able to report their con- 
clusions by Sept. 15. 

On paper the agreement entered into is in- 
Spiring of confidence and hope. In fact, too 
inspiring, and that's why some of the alder- 
men suspect the companies are not in reality 
&greeing to all that the language seems to 
imply. The willingness of the companies to 
give information concerning the intangible 
values was officially laid before the commit- 
tee in a typewritten statement that for care- 
fulness of wording compelled the admira- 
tion of every lawyer present. 


Offer of Union Traction. 

It was presented to the committee by W. 
W. Gurley, representing Union Traction, 
and reads as follows: : 

“The companies represented by me will,

STREET MEETING HELD UNDER 
FEDERATION AUSPICES. 


Union Leaders Explain Their Doec- 
trines, Sing “Industrial” Songs, and 
Collect Funds for the Support of 
Strikers—Methods of the Salvation 
Army Adopted to Arouse Interest 
in Organization eof Persons Who 
Are Obliged to Work for Wages.

Drums and flags drew a crowd of specta- 
tors last night to the strangest labor union 
meeting ever held in Chicago. Under an arc 
light at the corner of Thirty-ninth street 
and Cottage Grove avenue wnion leaders 
alternately preached the gospel of unionism, 
sang “industrial” songs in ragtime, and 
collected contributions for the support of 
strikers, while a hundred or more onlookers 
marveled at the new methods of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor. 

It was the first “ gospel "’ meeting arranged 
by the labor forces of the.city. Those in 
charge of the meeting afterwards pronounced 
it a great success, although it was said the 
police gave warning that similar gatherings 
in the streets may be forbidden unless the 
federation obtains special permits from the

With the exception of the fact that the 
union singers experienced some competition 
from a Salvation army band on the opposite 
corner the labor crusaders suffered no inter- 
ruption last night. The labor “‘salvationists,”’ 
however, took advantage of the pauses in the 
rival exercises. ; 


Makes Plea for Unions. 


On one occasion, when a Salvation Army 
captain was leading his audience in prayer, 
a union speaker profited by the silence to say: 

“The union ig the only salvation for the 
workingman. It ig wages he is looking for, 
and not religion. Come along with us and 
listen to the bread andi butter doctrine of 
Tolstoi. That’s what the unions stand for.’’ 

Preceding the union “gospel” program 
was a street parade, In which transparencies 
figured. The procession wags led by a fife 
and drum corps and the American flag. The 
marchers, after traversing the streets in the 
neighborhood, mounted a platform erected 
at the Thirty~ninth street oorner, where a 
stereopticon lantern was pressed into service 
to illustrate the achievements of trades 
unions. 

Pictures of sweatshops under the “ open 
shop ’”’ system and again under union con- 
ditions were thrown upon a canvas until the 
crowd grew tired. 


Other Meetings to Follow. 


After four years of litigation the 1,644 
teachers who joined with the teachers’ fed- 
eration in resisting the salary cut made by 
the board of education in 1900 will receive 
next Thursday and Friday their pro rate 
share of the $73,980 awarded them by Judge 
Dunne and agreed to by the trustees. 

This will make $45 apiece for the teachers, 
less $15 for the expenses of the four year 
fight, including lawyers’ and stenographers’ 
fees, court costs, and traveling expenses to 
Springfield. Checks for $30 will be delivered 
to the teachers by Attorney I. T. Greenacre 
in his offices, room 11, 84 Washington street. 
Teachers whose names begin with letters 
from A to L will be paid on Thursday, the 
rest of the alphabet on the day following. 

Miss Ella A. Reeves, president of the teach- 
ers’ federation, will be present to identify the 
teachers. ‘‘ Paying hours’’ will be from 9 
in the morning to 5 in the afternoon. 


End of Picturesque Fight. 

This rings down the curtain on the pic- 
turesque fight which the teachers have made 
on the school board and the “ tax dodgers,”’ 
whose remissness impoverished the school 


fund. 

The trouble began in 1900, when the board 
of education, finding that its appropriation 
was running low, cut the pay of all the maxi- 
mum salaried teachers in the grammar and 
primary grades $7.50 a month from January 
to June inclusive. These teachers were 
among the best in the schools, all of them 
having served at least seven years before 
attaining the scale. 

The cut reduced their tem months’ pay from 
$850 to $805 for the primary grade teachers 
and from $875 to $830 for the grammar teach- 
ers. Their vigorous protest was met by the 
respong@e that the taxes had not netted the 
city enough money to meet the growing 
neede of the school system. 


Suits Won by Teachers. 


Then the teachers started suit to have the 
Chicago Union Traction company, the Chi- 
cago City railway company, the Chicago el- 
ephone company, the People’s Gaslight and 
Coke company, and the Chicago Edison com- 
pany taxed on their capital stock. This was 
successful and brought $249,554.79 into the 
county treasury. 

In 1902 the teachers brought suit against 
the board of education for the repayment of 
the losses which they had suffered. 

Their claims were threefold. They de- 
manded the restoration of the monthly cut of 
$7.50, their salary for the extra week in which 
the schools were closed fdr lack of money, 
and remedy for the financial loss entailed 
upon some of them by the readjustments of 
the schedules. They were successful on the 
first point only and the school board, at its 
meeting on April 26, agreed to settle the case 
on that basis. 

At the meeting of the board Wednesday 
night an order was passed authorizing City

The defeat of Mr. Littlefield is consid- 
ered of so much importance that Mr. 
Gompers, the president of the federation, 
intends to travel through the district and 
let members of his organization know 
what is expected of them. Mr. Littlefield 
will not have to fight his battle alone. He 
has not always been in accord with his 
party. He is a man of strong convictions 
and is never untrue to them. He would 
not yote for the railroad rate bill, for in- 
stance. He and Speaker Cannon have 
not always agreed, but the speaker is 
preparing to make some speeches for him. 

By taking the stump for Mr. Littlefield 
Mr. Cannon will be daring the federation 
of labor to do its worst so far as he per- 
sonally is concerned. Hints have been 
thrown out from time to time that the 
speaker needed a lesson for his failure to 
give effective support to labor legislation, 
and that he ought not to be too sure of 
reélection. The hints have not frightened 
him.

ABOUND IN HOPE. 

Last’ week a boy who had beem under 
water for twenty-three minutes was brought 
back to consciousness by physicians who 
worked over him several hours. Other per- 
sons who had been under water two or 
three minutes were given up as dead by their 
rescuers after brief half-hearted attempts 
to revive them. While it iswanlikely that 
any of those who were believed to be 
drowned were alive at the time of their 
burial, there is reason to believe that the 
lives of some of them might have been saved 
by continuing for a longer time the attempt 
to revive them after they were drawn from 
the water. A dead person cannot be re- 
stored to life, but in the case of death by 
drowning life centinues in the body for a 
long time after all signs of it have ceased. 

It is well to bear this in mind. Thisis the 
season of accidents on orin the water. No 
matter how many fatalities occur, people 
will continue to be careless. The man who 
rocks the boat, the boy who takes a dare, 
the strong swimmer whose strength is a 
lure to lead him beyond his limit of endur- 


he runs, al] these and many more are found 
each week among the drowned. Yet skill, 
endurance, and determination will call back 
the color of life often after hope seems un- 
reasonable. In case of an accident a safe 
rule is to continue efforts to revive the vic- 
tim according to the method theoretically 
familiar to almost every one who goes down 
to the water until a physician pronounces 
the body dead. If no physician is near, at- 


be kept up for a couple of hours. In the 


what is said about apparent death from 
drowning is true also about death from elec- 
tric shock, whether produced by a live wire 
or by lightning. Where the body has not 
been burned, but the lungs and the heart 
have ceased working on account of the 
shock to the nerves, experiments have shown 
in some cases that life may be restored, or 
rather preserved, by inducing action of the 
heart and Inngs by purely mechanical means. 
The number of cases where measures have 
been taken to revive victims of electric 
shocks is too small for a genera] rule to 
be formulated, but with that branch of 
knowledge In am experimental state it is 
right for the chance to be taken by those who 
have the opportunity. No harm can be 
done by a refusal to give up hope, while, on 
the other hand, even a negative result brings 
the consciousness that no blame can be 
laid upon lack of zeal. Men‘ not experts in 
restoring consciousness to victims of drown- 
ing or electricity will-do better to err on the 
side of hope than of despair. 


THE MARCHING TROOPS. 


The experiment of marching the troops 
from their various headquarters in the cen- 
tral west to the rendezvous at Fort Benja- 
min Harrison at Indianapolis is one which 
will be watched with much interest by those 
who are anxious to improve the condition 
of the army of the United States. Asa rule 
transfers of troops have been made by rail, 
and, except for the drill in the routine of 
the life at the posts or an occasional short 
practice march through the surrounding 
country, there has been a marked lack of 
that experience which comes only when the- 
» ories are put to practical test and the sol- 
dier on the campaign learns how to use: ithe 
knowledge gained from his post instruction, 

The soldiers from Fort Thomas, near Cin- 
cinnati, are reported to have made the 130 
miles to Indianapolis in nine days, an aver- 
age day’s march about equal to that made 
by the troops from Fort Sheridan on their 
first day out. If fifteen miles are covered 
each day it will be a good record for troops 
unused to long marches and will put the 
Chicago soldiers-into camp in Indianapolis 
within s teen:days. This experience will

The same thing is true of 
the study which is being made of the best 
way of earrying the needed individual 
equipment. It certainly is no summer pleas- 
ure to carry sixty pounds upon the back for 
a distance of 237 miles, yet that is the 
weight of the load which is carried by a 
new piece of harness. whose value is being 
tested on this trip. It may be a wearing, 
chafing experiment, but the march of the 
soldiers can have no purpose except to in- 
crease the efliciency of the troops, and these 
experiments are necessary if the army offi- 
cers are to have definite data for their judg- 
ment. 

Incidentally there ought to be considera- 
ble recreation and pleasure gained by the 
soldiers themselves out of this experience. 
There will be widespread local interest 
along the road. Many people will be able 
to see soldiers in actual campaign outfits, 
and the visiting of the camps along the route 
will have its element of attractiveness for 
soldiers and citizens alike. With strict dis- 
cipline on the part of the officers and a fair 
amount of attention from the tren the 
march ought to prove as interesting to the 
civilian as it should prove profitable in the 
direction of increased efficiency for service.

ORD ALTHORP, who was raised to the 
peerage on his appointment last spring 
to the office of lord chamberlain, has 
been placed in deep mourning by the 
death in childbirth of his wife, who was 

the most popular of the sisters of Lord Rev- 
elstoke and Cecil and Hugo Baring, the 
latter of whom makes his home in this coun- 
try, répresenting the interests of the great 
banking house of Baring in America. 

Lord and Lady Althorp married about 
eighteen years ago, just a couple of years be- 
fore the crisis in the fortunes of the house of 
Baring. When that crisis took place Lord 
Althorp (then Bobbie Spencer) and Lord 
Kenmare, who had married his wife's sister, 
both came forward, and though neither of 
them was a rich man, they placed the entire 
dowries of their respective wives and the 
money settled upon the latter by the late 
Lord Revelstoke at the disposal of the com- 
mittee of liquidation. 

At the time when they made this sacrifice 
for the benefit of the fair name of the Barings 
and of the latters’ creditors there was but 
little prospect of their ever seeing the money 
again. But so admirably was the scheme of 
liquidation carried into effect by the governor 
of the Bank of England and the other mem- 
bers of his committee that not only were the 
creditors paid in full, but it was also found 
possible to éventually restore to Lady Al- 
thorp and to Lady Kenmare the amount of 
their respective dowries. Lady Althorp was 
popular, both at court and in:society, and will 
be deeply mourned. Her. husband is next 
heir to his half-brother’s earldom of Spencer 
and to the entailed estates belonging to the 
latter, 

. 


It may be remembered that in the spring of 
last year the newspapers on both sides of the 
Atlantic devoted a considerable amount of 
attention to the sensational suicide of a Rus- 
sian nobleman of the name of Charles Ba- 
kounine at Monte Carlo, a graphic descrip- 
tion being given of the manner in which, aft- 
er writing a number of touching farewell let- 
ters, he had rowed out to sea in a boat and 
then jurnped into the water, after enveloping 
himself in a fishing net weighted with a huge 
stone. 

The suicide now turns out to have been a 
clever piece of comedy, and the Italian courts 
of justice at Turin have just imposed a sen- 
tence of five years’ penal servitude upon 
Charles Bakounine, who is described as 
“duke ” in the judgment.’ The latter, owing 
to the flight of the prisoner, has been pro- 
nounced “in contumaciam,” and endeavors 
are now being made to secure his extradition 
from France and from Germany. As he is 
unfavorably known in both these countries 
t is understood that he has salled for the new 

‘orld, and as it is quite possible that he may 
turn up over here, it is Just as well that people 

nould be warned against his attempting to 
many capital of the fact that his uncle, 
Michael Bakounine, was the father of the 
revolutionary movement in Russia and the 
founder of nihilism.

The late Michael Bakountine was the chief 
of a family which is one of the oldest and 
most illustrious houses of the Muscovite aris- 
tocracy, being descended, indeed, like the im- 
perial Romanoffs, fram Rurik, the founder of 
Russia's now reigning dynasty. Brought up 
at the-imperial school of pages at St. Peters- 
burg, at the expense of Nicholas I., the train 
of whose court mantle he was frequently 
Called upon to bear on state occasions, he re- 
ceived a commission In the guards, but soon 
tutned his attention to the revolutionary 
doctrines of Hegel, and, quitting the army, 
threw himself into the revolutionary move- 
ment abroad, taking part in the insurrection 
in 1848 at Dresden, where he was condemned 
to death by default, and of 1849 in Austria, 
where he was also consigned to the scaffold. 
He again evaded the hangman's noose, but 
fell Into the hands of the Russian govern- 
ment, and after several years’ detention in 
the dungeons of the Peter and Paul fortress 
at St. Petersburg, was transported for life to 
the mines of Siberia, whence he once more 
escaped, making his way, via America, to 
Europe, where he founded the nihilist move- 
ment, dying at Berne about twenty-five years 
ago. At the time when Bakounine, who was 
a perfect Hercules in stature, escaped from 
Siberia his nearest and dearest kinsman, 
Count Mouravieff, happened to be governor 


| general of Siberia, and in view of the fact that 


the count was deprived of his. office shortly 
after his cousin’s escape, it is generally be- 
lieved that he helped him to get away to 


America. 
~~ 


Charles Bakounine, his nephew, who has 
fust been sentenced to penal servitude for a 
long series of swindies, was at one time in 
the diplomatic service, and was stationed as 
consul general at Serajewo, where he be- 
came involved in a foolish fmbroglio with 
the Austrian government, which necessi- 
tated his transfer. A born gambler, he was 
eventually compelled to quit the government 
service, made his way to Italy, where he suc- 
ceeded in marrying the daughter and heiress 
of an Italian duke possessed of large estates 
in Sardinia. It is probably owing to the fact 
that through his wife he became the owner 
of this property, and likewise to the knowl- 
edge that he was connected with the reign- 
ing house of Russia that led to his being 
styled “‘ Dulve’’ Bakounine, a title to which 
he has no right whatsoever. It was not long 
before he had squandered all his wife’s prop- 
erty, after which he deserted her, and then 
betook himself to Naples, whete he be- 
came implicated in a sort of green goods 
scandal, in which he had embarked in order 
to raise the financial wind, having exhausted 
the generosity of all his rich relatives in 
Russia. Eventually the entire gang was ar- 
rested. But, thanks to the Intervention in 
his behalf of the Russian consul general! at 
Naples and of the Russian embassy at Rome, 
he escaped any further penalty In connec- 
tion with the affair, on the plea thatit was 
difficult to determine whether he had been a 
confederate or merely a victim of the gang. 

Heedless of the warning furnished by this 
épisode, he not long afterwards embarked 
upon a career of fraud In Germany and In 
France, which was believed to have been 
cut short by his alleged suicide, a little over 
a year ago. Fresh swindiles, this timé in 
northern Italy, perpetrated last winter and 
throughout the spring, have left no doubt as 
to his being much alive, and that is why 
he has now been sentenced by the courts of 
Turin and warrants issued for his extra- 
dition.

Chief Justice Sir Frederick Darley, fn ad- 
mitting the other day. to practice at the bar 
of Sydney, Australia, a young lawyer of the 
name of Nevilke McWllilams, who is stone 
blind, gracefully expressed the hope from 
the bench that he wouldas successfully over- 
come his affliction as the late Prof. Fawcett, 
who, although totally blind, “ became a 
leading statesman in England and a member 
of one of Mr. Gladstone’s cabinets "’ as post- 
master general, 

Sir Frederick might MNkewise have cited 
the case of that most distinguished judge, 
Baron Pennefather of the Court of the Ex- 
chequer of Ireland, who during the course 
of a judicial career extending over nearly 
forty years was throughout the last halt 
of that period wholly. bereft of sight. He, 
however, was able to discharge his judicial 
@uties with efficiency, and on one occasion 
only was his absolute lack of sight a matter 
of embarrassment to him on the bench. He 
was trying a case in which a man was 
Charged with writing a threatening letter, 
and on comparison of the writing of the letter 
in dispute with the writing of a document 
admittedly in the defendant’s handwriting 
the prisoner, who was defending himseilt, 
requested the judge to examine both docu- 
ments and to form his own conclusions. 

But it is not only judges and cabinet min- 
istere who have fulfilled the duties of their 
office when totaly blind, but also rulers. 
Thus, the late grand duke of Mecklenmburg- 
Strelitz was throughout hig reign of over 


forty years entirely blind, which did not} 


prevent him, however, from having well in 
hand -every detail of the administration of 
his government, hot as a constitutional sov- 
ereign but as an autocrat. Im faet, no tree 
could be. planted in his capital without his 
leave having been whe obtained. 


The late king of seaiiileas: also, wag totally. 
blind throughout hig reign, and would not 
allow his infirmity to prevent his taking his 
place at the head of his troops at the battle 
of Lengensalza, in 1866, which resulted not 
merely in the defeat of his troops but in the 
loss of his throne. Indeed, one of the most 
pathetic spectacles of the nineteenth cen- 
vurTy was that of this wonderfully handsome 
and chivalrous old king, on the hardly con- 
tested battlefield . Langensalza, turning 
fo aqhtnes | ‘eyes in the direction of the

a Wad in ceria suk demreemnie o6-tale 
unreasoning attitude that I sought the balm 
for a wounded spirit in the holy calm of an 
Evanston Sabbath, in “ that land of pure de- 
light where saints immortal reign.” The 
printer must be particular in spelling this 
word “reign,” as they have not had any 
“rain” in Evanston for so long that they 
are extremely sensitive in the matter. I had 
been told that Evanston has the only really 
spiritual golf links in the United States, and 
that a rainble over hallowed ground is equiv- 
alent to two or three ordinary divine serv- 
ices in ordinary communities. It is pleas- 
ant to testify to the accuracy of this informa- 
tion. 

The Evanston golf links begin at the inter- 
section of the Sheridan road and Ridge ave- 
nue, where the automobiles receive their 
first warnings for proper observance of the 
Sabbath. As I approached I encountered the 
Evanston small boy, with his hymn book 
and shining Sunday face, creeping like a snail 
unwillingly to church. Boys will be boys 
whatever the spiritual atmosphere. A gen- 
tleman whom I quickly recognized as Pres- 
ident ‘Clark stood in the road, intercepting 
speeding automobilists, asking them if they 
knew what day this was, and threatening 
them with all sorts of disasters, both now 
and hereafter, unless they complied with the 
law and sentiment of the neighborhood. Then 
he greeted me as an earnest seeker after 


truth, took me into the clubhouse, relieved - 


my immediately pressing necessities, and 
discoursed long and earnestly touching the 
peculiar status of Evanston’s most notable 
dissipation. 
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“You may be surprised,” said Mr. Clark, 
** to find us keeping open house on the Lord’s 
day. Weshall come tothis presently. This 
club was organized three years ago for the 
purpose of conteracting the destructive in- 
fluences of Glen View, Exmoor, and On- 
wentsia, and of providing a place of Inno- 
cent resort where Evanstonians could com- 
bine Christian athletics with Christian mor- 
als. We have prospered, as we were bound 
to prosper. Our membership ie full and there 
are fifty-five Methodists now on the waiting 
list. We started with nine holes and golf 
six days a week; now we have eighteen holes 
and golf every day in the year. Our vice 
president lives in the only cottage on the 
grounds, just north of the first tee, near the 
road, where he can watch and control the 
speed of automobiles and give general moral 
directions to visitors just starting on the 
round. He is an enthusiastic golfer, and it 
is no uncommon thing for him to slip out in 
his bath robe in the early morn and tee 
off before he has his coffee.’”’

“What do you mean by ‘moral direc- 
tions ’?” I asked. © 

“ Principally in the way of strong lan- 
guage. We all know that the crying abuse 
of golf, second perhaps to the tendency to 
serve raging drink, is the use of unnecessary 
and undignified expletive. Everything sug- 
gestive of explosive petulance has been 
etrictly prohibited. 

For I hold that om the links 
An expression like ** by jinks ” 
A specially impressionable nature taints— 
And so do the elders and the deacons and the saints, 
The elders and the deacons who are spiritual 
beacons, 
Ané the saints. 

“ As for intoxicating potations I am glad 
to say that the sentiment of the club has ab- 
solutely banished them from the house.” 

‘“ What do you doin case a player is bitten 
by a rattlesnake at the thirteenth hole, or 
is taken with a violent chill in the malarial 
season of the fall?” 

“In that event, we repair at once to what 
is known as the medical locker, where we 
keep our emergency remedies. These sup- 
plies are furnished only after unquestionable 
proof of exigency, though I admit that golf 
is a fell destroyer and that many extraordi- 
nary cases of physical prostration are re- 
ported in the course of a year. 
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‘Our most gratifying asset,”’ went on Mr. 
Clark, “is the hearty support of the clergy. 
When we organized the club we threw open 
the grounds to the pastors of Evanston, stip- 
ulating only that they should not play on 
Sunday. They have conformed to this re- 
quirement, and we have had as many as 
fourteen preachers on the links at one time, 
mingling in fraternal concord, and dismissing 
for the moment all differences of opinion as 
to original sin, qualifications for baptism, and 
the principles of church government. It is 
truly a notable spectacle.” 

“But about Sunday golf?” 

‘** Ah, like all outsiders, you cannot under- 
stand this simple proposition. Know then 
that with our membership’s full apprecia- 
tion of duties and responsibilities, and the 
complete observance of the moral $nd spir- 
itual proprieties, Sunday golf is no more ob- 
jectionable than a Sunday walk. We barred 
the preachers merely because they are needed 
elsewhere, but we can get them by telephone 
instantly if their presence is required. So 
you see it Is a matter not of example but of 
necessity.” 

“Then Sunday golf is just like any other 
golf?’’ 

“To a large extent. Possibly It is accom- 
panied by less merriment and less boister- 
ousness, if golf ever can be said to be boister- 
ous. There is another distinction. Two of 
our tees and holes are located on ground 
leased from Northwestern university. I be- 
lieve there is something in the charter of the 
university that shuts out all worldly dis- 
traction on the Sabbath. Hence, after 6 
o’clock Saturday evening, we rearrange our 
links as affecting these two holes, which 
are consequently out of bounds, and, though 
occasionally a wild player misses his aim, he 
immediately apologizes for his error, with- 
draws his ball, or, as Is frequently the case, 
makes atonement by forfeiting the ball to the 
university.” 
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Such information .could not fall to excite 
in me the liveliest and most pleasurable emo- 
tions. I glanced around the encircling porch, 
crowded with representative citizens of 
Evanston, talking subduedly of such affairs, 
mundane or spiritual, as might be properly 
discussed without violence either to thé day 
or to the inner impulse. And I contrasted 
this goodly gathering with the ribald Sab- 
bath desecraters who, unprotected by the 
four mile limit, were at that moment poison- 
ing their minds with profitless discourse and 
their bodies with unholy liquids. 

Beyond the clubhouse was a fair and pleas- 
ant sight, with the rolling green occupied by 
men athletically but decorously attired—men 
of serious purport and staid demeanor—with 
little boys well trained in the habit and cus- 
tom of the occasion and the day. And I 
thought how foolish in the summer time to 
wander into devious paths and among unac- 
customed temptations when at home the 
Evanstonian can enjoy the pure delight which 
comes with carefully regulated golf. and 
systematically acquired incitement. 

As I turned to leave the links and continue 
my ramblings and my musing, the president 
and the vice president took their position at 
the first tee. I paused when the sound of 
something tearing up the turf-smote my ear. 
I looked. The president’s face was distorted 
as if by the most awful internal struggle. I 
averted my glance; but hearing nothing I 
‘looked again. The storm had passed, the 
battle had been fought, the victory won. 
Belial had filed, virtue had triumphed, and 
wisdom was justified of her children.

It was low tide when we steamed out of the 
land-locked harbor of Dar es Salaam, and — 
the waters had receded so far down the long, 
shiny beach to the narrow, winding, well 
buoyed charnel that the natives who had 
waded out to the tide's edge to gather shell 
fish seemed almost directly under the ship’s 
side as we glided slowly along. They carried 
on thetr heads big baskets of loose weave and, 
with their scant, gay draperies and their 
glossy bleck skins, made a festival of color 
in the shallow, rippling waters. 

We took a last glarce at ithe charming resi- 
dency gleaming among the trees, and then 
the waving palms of Dar es Salaam dropped 
from sight behind us, like many another 
lovely vision. e stopped at Zanzibar for 
a couple of hours to pick up the muils and 
some - belated cargo, and then headed for 
Tanga. 

It was sunset when we came into this har- 
bor. To the left on a promontory stood the 
hospital, a fine building of cream colored 
stucco with red tiled reof. Ahead of us a 
few other houses, half hidden in foliage, in- 
dicated the town, which lay behind and away 
from the shore. It was night when we 
finally hailed a native ahd his boat and went 
to investigate the settlement. At the land- 
ing place we found an evidence of German 
thoroughness, in a large board on which was 
written in German, English, and French the 
proper boat fares. The pier was well lighted 
and everything was orderly and systematic.

After leaving this cheerful spot, however, 


stumbled alomg toward a far distant point 
of Hght, until we bumped into the ship’s 
baggage master, who told us that a litt 
farther on we would find one of those de- 
lightful hand trolleys which so often solve 
the problem of transportation in East Af- 
rica.

‘Pitch Black Night Has No Terror: 

It was a relief to be out once more in the 
sweet smelling blackness of the shaded roads. 
Through the leaves we could get glimpses 
of flercestars. We halted again at the Botan- 
ical gardens. . Winditig paths, tall palms, 
giant ferns, all lured us: into the darkest, 
quietest place I ever felt—for we could see 
nothing when the matches we lit went out. 
It is amazing, however, the feeling of secur- 
ity we had in that utterly remote, unexplored 
place. 

The night held no terrors for us. It was 
y more orderly and law abiding than most mod- 
ern cities are after sunset. Anditiscurious 
that this should be so, for after all these 
swarming natives are only one remove from 
savages. Occasionally some isolated tragedy 
occurs, like the case of Harry Galt, which 
shakes the sense of security that grows up 
among the handful of whites who live inand 
rule over these vast and too thickly popu- 
lated territories in the Dark Continent.

Tragedy of Harry Galt. 

Before going into the details of the inci- 
dent two factors must be considered—sig- 
nificant, underlying, racial characteristics.

It is this intense love of 
utter personal freedom and sense of per- 
sonal power combined with a real joy In 
danger which qualifies so many of them to 
go alone to wild and inaccessible regions, 
among wild tribes, and there establish and 
maintain order. 

Men who have once tasted this life are apt 
forever afterwards to find civilization and 
its conventional restrictions irksome. To us 
the settlement of Entebbe seemed the out- 
post of the world. To those officials who. 
came from the interior, where they probably 
had not seen a white person for months, it 
seemed next door to London, and Its strict 
observance of social customs soon drove 
these lovers of freedom back to their soli- 
tudes, rejoicing; while many of these of- 
ficials, whose dutfes kept them at Entebbe, 
sighed for the liberty of remote stations. 

We Americans are, as a rule, gregarious, 
lovers of cities and frequenters of highways. 
The impulse which enables Great Britain to 
cope successfully with wildernesses is almost 
lacking in our makeup, and I never got 
over the wonder of the spectacle of these 
splendid types of British youth, gently born 
and bred, delighting in their lonely and 
often perilous strife with savage condi- 


tions.
